CANNONADING AT SEA. 


Saigon, April 24.—Following the de- 


parture of the entire Russian fleet 
Irom Kamranh bay Saturday, heavy 
cannonading was heard at sea. It is-

squadron was engaged with some of 
the Japanese warships. 


It is believed here that the Russian 


commander encountered one or more 
of Togo's scouts and that the prelim-

of Formosa on April 26 is interpreted 
to moan that the decisive action will 
be In that vicinity and that it cannot 
be postponed long.

Coal to Next Port. 


The same paper quotes the French

Therefore, 
it asserts, France has not given her 
ally's squadron the benefit of French 
neutrality laws.

"Insular powers having many-coal- 


ing stations have an interest In mak- 
ing neutrality rules extremely strict 
in order to prevent their ad-versaries 
from procuring coal through neutrals, 
while they enjoy full supplies from 
their own coaling stations. 
On the 


contrary, continental powers—France, 
Russia, and Germany—having compar- 
atively few coaling stations, would be 
easily throttled- in a conflict with an 
insular power having many coaling 
stations in case this rigid rule of neu- 
trality becomes accepted by prece- 
dence."

Pittsburg, Pa,, April 24.—Agitation 


is on here now for a new state. Loud 
calls have been seat out for th'e forma- 
tion of the "state of Allegheny" from 
the twenty-three Pennsylvania coun- 
ties west of the crest of the Allegheny 
mountains. The'Pittsburg Leader, the 
organ o£ the western Pennsylvania 
Republican leaders, prints a three-col- 
umn story advocating the move. 


In part the Leader says: "There is 


a natural division, a trade division and 
a division in that community of inter- 
est that ought to exist in every stalo 
that separates Pennsylvania, and the 
line of it is the watershed of the Alle- 
gheny mountains. Oa one side the 
water flows into the Atlantic ocean 
and on the other into the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. 


Says Division Is Natural. 


"Whether trad.e always follows (he 


•water as it is said to follow the flag, 
it is nevertheless a fact that it does in 
Pennsylvania. 
East 
of 
the 
Alle- 


ghanies the business metropolis is 
Philadelphia and trade from that sec- 
tion of the state goes there. West of 
the mountains it converges with the 
streams that drain as rich a region as 
there is on earth at Pittsburg. Hence 
the great mountain range that crosses 
the state not only divides it topograph- 
ically and geographically, but 
also 


rears itself as a wall between two dif- 
ferent peoples, widely separated in 
trade an'd commerce and radically djf- 
ferent in governmental.and legislative 
needs."

Balk at Philadelphia. . 


. That the western end of the state is 


disgruntled at Philadelphia and the 
eastern end1 of the state- and longs to 
break away is shown further down in 
the inspired article, which reads: "Ses- 
sions of the legislature, presumably 
held in the interest of the whole state, 
are degenerating into what might be 
•sailed municipal councils for the ben- 
efit of Philadelphia. Once, and per- 
haps to-day, Paris was France. Soon 
Philadelphia will be Pennsylvania. It 
was brought nearer that goal by the 
session. ro"?ntl«i. elased^uand .tho led;-. 


latfve History of tEc "last t'ffjnty*years 
shows each succeeding session has 
bc/en largely devoted to the aggrand- 
isement of the chief city at the ex- 
pense of .the rest of the state, particu- 
larly that part of it.lying west of the 
Alleghanles. 


Question of Morality.

(the moral well-being of the state. 


Thinking men know that a radical 


-emedy is needed for this evil, and 
some say, so far as western Pennsyl- 
vania Is concerned, there is no bet- 
ter remedy than the knife.

ulcer. 


Outline of New State.

Says Ratio of Assessment to Sale 


Valuations Has Ranged As Low 


As Twenty Per Cent. 


• In his address before the county 
assessors this morning Supervisor of 
''Assessment F. P. Starr argued that 
real property in-the county, as requir- 
ed by law, should be assessed at the 
full value which could ordinarily be 
obtained therefor at a private sa e 
and that personal 
property 
should 


likewise, be assessed at its true casti 
•value. Lists, of sales of real estate 
during the year 1904 and the consid- 
erations were ' submitted and these 
were to aid in determining not only 
the value of the property sold but 
also like property that had-not, been 
sold. 
In the past some of the dis- 


tricts had assessed at too low a val- 
uation, fearing that they might get 
the worst of it ii> the county equali- 
zation. 
There were no grounds for 


this 1'ear us the county board was 
not bound by law to accept the val- 
uations made by assessors in any as- 
sessment district. 
The ratio of as- 


sessment values -to those shown in 
sales had been all the way from 22 
to SO per cent of the real values in 


-the past. 
Nothing had been gained 


by this as the county board had been, 
compelled to disregard these valua- 
tions in the.equalization work just as 
the state tax commission had disre- 
garded the full county valuation. In 
conclusion he urged all .to conform 
to the law and assess at full value. 
Seventeen topics such as assessment 
of bank stock, separate valuations for 
improvements on real property, the 
valuation and assessment of leaf to- 
bacco, were discussed this afternoon.

When 
you realize that you have caught cold Uo 
not make the mistake of going into a

The question of diet'also-arises when 


there is sickness of an'y kind. Some per- 
sons say "Starve a cold," others say 
"Feed a cold." It is evident that ;When 
the internal organs are crowded with 
blood and are endeavoring to get rid of 
:he waste material that should have 
been thrown off by the skin they should 
not be burdened in other ways. Let the 
diet always be light, but nourishing and 
easily digested. Soup and broths are ex- 
cellent, and such other foods as may ba 
selected from these that I have men- 
tioned in these papers and most easily 
digested. Let the bowels be kept freely 
open, for they are very apt to become 
constipated during the course of a cold.

it is a fact that the sense of chilliness is 
always one of nervous impression, and 
the nerves are always more or less de- 
pressed during a coltl. The first object 
to l)e accomplished in striving to "breatk 
a cold" is to overcome the chilliness and 
depression. If this can be done quickly 
all clanger may be averted right in the 
start. Here an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure, and energy and 
thoroughness are most profitable. Work 
here may stem bothersome. It is noth- 
ing compared with the labor of nursing 
a cold or treating a case of pneumonia, 
or bronchitis, or consumption, which 
neglect might easily permit to develop. 
The best possible method of securing an 
equilibrium of the circulation is ener- 
getic exercise, but if this cannot be well 
\taken, then, after the body lias become 
accustomed to the temperature of the 
room, place the feet in hot water. It is 
best to use a deep vessel or tub and have 
the water up the limbs 10 above the 
knees. From time to time add hot water 
to keep it as hot as can possibly be 
borne. Keep the feet in such a bath from 
15 to 30 minutes, or even longer. Then 
•withdraw them, just after adding hot 
water; dry them thoroughly, and wrap 
them in a woolen blanket, previously 
heated, and get into bed. This will give 
a delicious sense of comfort. It the feet 
and limbs are clammy, as well as cold,
